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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 09/01/2009, with respect to the 
Objection to Drawings and 103(a) rejections have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The Objection to the Drawings and the 103(a) rejection have been 
withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

6. Claims 8 & 9 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1 , 5,-7, 1 0, 1 1 , & 1 5-1 7 are allowed. 
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8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 5-7, 
10, 11, 15, & 16 are toward a sensor wherein among the combination of limitations, 
there must be a plurality of protrusions provided on the conductor, and where the 
plurality of protrusions must be provided in a propagation direction of the 
electromagnetic wave and must be provided periodically at an interval which is about a 
half of a wavelength of the electromagnetic wave. 

9. Claim 17 recites a sensing apparatus wherein among the combination of 
limitations for the apparatus, there must be a coplanar waveguide comprising a 
conductor and a ground conductor on the same surface of the substrate, and an inkjet 
system for ejecting a plurality of objects toward a minute gap, and where the inkjet 
system must be able to dispose the plurality of objects at an interval corresponding to a 
half of an wavelength of the electromagnetic wave in the minute gap in the substrate. 

1 0. The prior art of record does not suggest nor disclose these combinations.
